The figures in this publica- 
tion were so battered that readers of the Star could 
not decipher them. 


The Postoffice Department instructed the Star

EAST SIDE ROADHOUSE 
INDICTMENTS EXPECTED 


Wholesale indictments against proprie- 
tors of disorderly roadtiousés in the 
neighborhood of East St. Louis, Col- 
lingville and Granite City are anticipated 
by prosecuting Officials who have been 


watching the work of the Madison Coun- 
ty grand jury, which will make its final 
report late Friday afternoon to Judge 
George A. Crow at Edwardsville. It is 
believed at least a dozen indictments will 
be filed. 

The last week the grand jury has de- 
voted much of its time to witnesses 
known to have a knowledge of road- 
houses. Softte of the places, which are 
much frequented, are said to represent, 
investments of more than $25,000.

The story of how Alfred H. Sayers, 7 
years old, of St. Louis, soon to become 
heir to $100,000 from the estate of his 
father, was liberated from a Maryland 
sanitarium, although eight alienists hai 
agreed he was of unsound mind, was 
told Friday by J. Sidney Salkey, an at- 
torney and the young man’s guardian 
who has just ae to St. Louls from 
Baltimore. 

Salkey explained nhs Sayers’ anda 
was ordered on the ground that his com- 


‘tmitment to the sanitarium was under a 


Maryland statute which the Court de- 
clared unconstitutional. This statute 
authorized commitment on the certificaie 
of two physicians that the patient was 
of unsound mind. 


Not to Be Longer Restrained. 
Salkey sald he would make no further 


effort to restrain the youth, who. will be 


of ege in another year, and then will 
come into his property to manage it as 
he sees fit. 

Although Sayers has a brother, Rich- 
ard, and a sister, Mrs. Matilda Hellman, 
in St. Louis, he is not expected to re- 
turn here, according to Balkey. His fa- 
ther, Henry Sayers, who died in London 
in August, 1912, while on a visit, was*en- 
gaged in the commission business for 
many years,: was president of the 
Shaare-Emeth coffgregation dfd left an 
estate of $200,000,

to be such, according to Salkey, that his 
guardian decided’ trait for the boy’s own 
benefit he should be reatrained in an in- 
stitution for treatment. He was sent to 
Baltimore, and upon the certificate of 
Dr. Adolph Meyer of Johns Hopkins 
University, a noted alienist, who testi- 
fied. in the Thaw trial, and Dr. D. H. 
Henderson of the same institution, he 
was committed to the Sheppard-Pratt 
Asylum. at Townson, Md., last April. 

His Inganity Called “Circular.” 

Dre. Meyer and Henderson testified in 
the case at Baltimore. They said Ar- 
thur had circular insanity—a condition 
éxplained by Dr. Meyer as periods of 
alternate depression and elation, vol- 
ubility and an inclination to misinter- 
pret the motives of those about him. 

Sayers finally procured a lawyer to 
eEvue out a writ of habeas corpus to get 
this:release from the ‘asylum. 

The Court, in deciding the case, said 
that the evidence indicated that’ Sayers’ 
mental condition was such that he would 
be benefited by institutional treatment, 


jand that he himself realized his mental 
Li} incapacity. . The Court,. however, did not 


pass directly upon the question of. his 
sanity; the issue being whether he was 
legally incarcerated. 

Sayers was released to the custody of 
his guardian, who will continue to ex- 
comes 21 years old, when the acne Fig 
ship will be automatically terminated. 

During his trial Sayers testified that 
because of an unfortunate malady he 
had developed “lack of control, due 
principally to heredity, to environ- 
ment and what might be termed in the 
vernacular, pure cussedness.”’

“open” shop and hire nonunion la- 
bor, but only on the same terms un- 
der which he hires union labor. 

4. The union agrees to supply the 
employer with all labor that he 
needs and asks that in awarding 
jobs he give preference to rhembers 
of the union. If the employer does 
not give preference to union work- 
ers ft shall not be a cause for strike 
unless it be plain that union work- 
ers are being discriminated against 
because of their activity tm the 
union. 

5. The strikers ask that there be 
an acknowledged representative of 
the union In each shop, to consider 
with the employer questions that 
may arise concerning the carrying 
out of his agreement with the 
union. The union urges this pro- 
vision as a preventive of hasty 
strikes by employes but is /willing 
to discuss the provision with the 
employers before insisting on it. 

6. The employer must not make 
individual contracts with employes 
where such contracts conflict with 
his agreement with the union. This 
provision is to apply only to em- 
ployes other than foremen, design- 
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WURY PLAYS C 
FRFES DAN WEBB 
IN GAMBLING CASE 


Men, in All-Night Deliberation, 
While Away Time With 
. Evidence. 


An Past St. Louis jury which delib- 
erated all night and played with the 
cards and poker chips, introduced in the 
case as evidence, to while away the 
time, brought in a verdict at 5 a. m. 
Friday, acquitting Assistant State’s At- 
torney Daniel Webb of St. Clair County 
of a charge of gambling. 

Through the long hours of the night 
watchers outside could hear the jurors 
chatting inside and could heaf the rattle 
of the poker chips as they were thrown 
out upon the table. Justice Boyne, in 
whose court the trial had taken place, 
once remarked facetiously that he hoped 
the police wouldn’t come along and raid 
the jury. 

The Justice added, however, that he 
didn’t think the jurors were playing for 
money. He thought they were merely 
trying to lighten the tedium of trying to 
decide just what kind of poker does or 
does not constitute gambling. 

One of Seven Arrested. 

Webb was one of sevén men ar 
rested Oct. 18, in the rooms of the 
Occidental Club, 137 Collinsville ave- 
nue, in a raid conducted personally 
by Chief of Detectives Grigsby. Webb 
declared he was not guilty and inti- 
mated that he considered his arrest 
a political move to embarrass his 
brother, State’s Attorney Webb, who 
was making an investigation, of al- 
leged graft in East Side Municipal 
affairs. This evidence subsequently 
resulted in a mass of grand jury in- 
dictments, one of which alleged that 
Grigsby had received stolen. prop- 
erty when he was in the Health Com- 
missioner’s office. 

The other six men pleaded guilty, but 
Webb insisted upon a trial. Grigsby 
and three detectives testified they saw 
Webb make a bet with chips, but wee 
unable to say whether the chips repre- 
sented money.

The democracy we have in mind is 
the very antithesis to that. It is disorganized, 
or rather has never been perfectly embodied or 
expressed in any organization; while its very 
essence is genuineness. It is primarily an in- 
dividual distinction rather than political quality. 
It partakes of the most aristocratic quality of 
heart—it is, perhaps, universal sympathy. It is 
the mark of human fellowship. 

However, there is no use defining it; because 
you can instinctively recognize a member of th® 


‘universal clan by taking his hand and looking 


him in the eye. 

Since the elevation of the human being is the 
purpose of democracy in so far as its doctrine is 
expressed, so is the Gemocrat the most exalted 
of beings. He ranks’ so high above the snobo-, 
crat that it appears almost presumptuous in the 
latter to aspire to his clasa. It would in fact be 
presumptuous were it not that democracy, like the 
grace of heaven, is free to all, not excluding the 


humblest,

Anybody is eligible in the contest and 
all applicatioris should be sent to Mr. 
Robinson: at the office of the Medical 
Review. of Reviews at 26 Broadway, 
New York, where he told me about his 
plans for the Superbaby yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

He said that applicants must submit 
the history of their ancestry for three 
generations. They will be graded at 
the examination on a percentage basis, 
according to their: mental, physical and 
moral excellences or defects, and when 
the 100 per cent man and woman have 
been found they will be introduced to 
each other, and it is the profound hope 
of the experimenters that they will fall 
in love and marry. 

“The sociological fund has many more 
important plans,’’ he said. ‘“‘There are 
so many children already born who 
might be brought to eugenic perfection 
by proper food and favorable surround- 
ings. The most important thing of all 
is to the betterment of conditions of 
labor so that the future fathers and 
mothers of the race may work under 
the wight conditions and in the right 
spirit. 

“Generally speaking, the mother of 
the perfect baby should be anywhere 
from 20 to 30 years old at the time of 
his .birth—the father should be from 
25 to 36.”’ 

“But men really do not attain their 
full intellectual development until near- 
ly ten years later, say about 45,” I in- 
terrupted. “And you say you are seek- 
ing as parents men and women in their 
fullest mental and physical develop- 
ment.’”’ 

“What you say is true of a good many 
men,’”’ Mr. Robinson replied, “but, gen- 
erally speaking, the greatest number 
of men are, I think, most fit for par- 
enthood between 2 and 36.’’ 

“I understand that the winners of the 
$1000 prize do not have to be beautiful 


—only healthy,” I said. 

“Beauty is merely a matter of opin- 
ion,”” Mr. Robinson answered; “but cer- 
tainly doll faces won’t count. Color 
of eyes, hair and such details are imma- 
terial. What we seek are men and 
women mentally, morally and physically 
sound.”’ 

“What kind of woman is most likely 
to. produce the Superbaby?” I asked. 


“A free and independent woman, 4 
woman capable of self-support,’’ Mr. 
Robinson answered promptly. ‘Many 
women today marry merely to have 
children and a home, without loving 
the men who seek them in marriage. 
They are little better than slaves, and, 
as the psychological condition of the 
mother has a most important bearing 
upen the health and quality of her 
children, this is a most undesirable state 
of affairs. 

“The modern woman, of course, re- 
jects the idéa of marriage except as 
the result of hef free choice. Unfortu- 
nately for the race, there seems to bo 
more modern women than modern men. 
And men seem to be still a little afraid 
of modern women. They approach mar- 
riage in the frame of mind of the tired 
business man at a musical comédy.

ENSNARED MEN 


Mrs. Alden Says Matrimonial 
Scheme Was That of Her 
Husband, Now Dead. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo.> Nov: 17.—Mrs. 
Leon Alden, being tried under the name 
of Mrs. Anna B. Taylor for using the 
mails to defraud, told in the Federa' 
Court of the successful operation 
throughout the Central West and in a 
number of Southern cities, from 1904 to 
1910, of matrimonial bureaus and busi- 
ness investment schemes, bringing to her 
hundreds of dollars. 

The woman is specifically charged with 
having defrauded W. F. Risdon of Tar- 
kio, Mo.; B. F. Guy of Lanesville, Tex., 
and G. J. Doll of Yale, Ok. She testified 
her real name is Alden. 

The three men mentioned as viotions tn 
the present indictments were lured, ae@ 
cording to testimony, to Invest their 
money in a business which Mrs, Alden 
was promoting. To them the woman 
made promises of marriage, according to 
their testimony. Scores of letters. that 
are alleged to have passed between the 
woman and her victims in the present 
case were read. At first their tones were 
businesslike, then they grew less forma] 
and finally in some plans for a future 
marriage were disclosed. 


Texan Invested $1500a4 
Guy was the heaviest contributor, 


having given Mrs. Alden $1500, accoriJ- 
ing to his testimony. Part of the money 
was for investment in Mrs. Alden’s 
paint business. Risdon declared he gave 
Mrs. Alden $135 for investment ‘In her 
electric vibrator business, and Doll tes- 
tified to giving her $300 to go into the 
vibrator concern. All testified they were 
engaged to Mrs. Alden, who was known 
to them as ‘‘Mrs. Taylor.”” Risdon aud 
Guy are 57 years old. =e is several 
years younger. 

Mrs. Alden became ccubibieas with 
the men through advertisements for a 
business partner. Under a severe cross- 
examination Mrs. Alden said the scheme 
she used was that of her husband, now 
dead, and was operated first in Fort 
Worth, Tex., two months after she had 
been married in June, 104. — 

“T want to protect him,” she testified 
“T don’t know whether I ought to tell 
now. The letters all were composed by 
him and then copied by me. Since hia 
death, two years ago, I have lived hon- 
estly and honorably in a small country 
town. They do not know I am in 
trouble.” 

Was “Fanny Morton” in St. Lonis. 
The testimony of Mrs. Alden fixed the 
places and dates of the operations >» 
her matrimonial agencies as follows: 
Fort Worth, 1904; Dallas, Tex., and Kan- 
sas City, 190%; Denver and Kansas City, 
1906; Houston, Tex.; Topeka, Kan., and 
Omaha, Néb., 1907; Beaumont, Tex., 1908: 
Shreveport, La., 1908; Kansas City, Mem- 
phis and St. Louis, 1910. 

F. W. Heuter, a postoffice inspector of 
St. Louis, testified Mra. Alden confessed 
to him in 1911 that she obtained $4% in 
Omaha, $800 in Memphis and $250 in St. 
Louis. According to Reuter, the con- 
fession was made in Alton, Ml., after he 
had arrested her. Reuter testified she 
told him she had used the name “Fannie 
E. Morton” in St. Louls, “Louise C. Da- 
vie” in Memphis and “Jessie C. Halli- 
day” in Omaha.
